Still a Threat 


Another attraction has been ad¬ 
ded' for the Mammoth ithree-day 
carnival to be staged in the Vul¬ 
can arena on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday evenings, October 18, 19 
and 20th, in the persons of George 
Bettridge, sensational six-year-old 
drummer from Calgary and Nor¬ 
man McLeod, prominent young 
Calgary piper. They will be on 
hand to help entertain the crowd 
on all three evenings-. 

In addition there will also be in 
attendance on Saturday evening, 
Vic Battridge, well known here in 
connection with the Reserve Army, 
and Joe Auld, popular Calgary Pi¬ 
per who recently returned from 
overseas, where he served with the 
Calgary Highlanders.

p..»ing the war great secrecy 
cyyercd the finding of Japanese 
incendiary balloons in western 
Canada. They were found in con¬ 
siderable number in B.C. and as far 
east as Northern Ontario. Parts 
of these dangerous explosives were 
found near Longview and .in the 
Milo districts. But the only press 
information permissible was the 
warning to notify the police at 
onco if any curious object was 
found. 

The first bomb was discovered at 
Minton, Sask. last January, and the 
latest at McBride, B.C. in August 
To date more than 250 recoveries 
have been made and any that were 
detonated fell in open country with 
no damage done. 

However, there- are doubtless 
many which have not yet been re¬ 
covered, and the danger still ex¬ 
ists that these may continue un¬ 
discovered for some tyne. They 
constitute a possible menace to re¬ 
mote areas. 

The self-destroying mechanism 
on many of the balloons did not 
function, and the containers de¬ 
signed to explode the ballopn can 
be just as dangerous as unexplod¬ 
ed bombs. It is believed that the 
Japs hoped to gain information on 
weather conditions, prevailing 
winds and such data for future 
systematize 1 flights. 

The balloons, constructed of 
tough paper, 33 feet in diameter 
arid carrying 19,090 cubic feet of 
hydrogen, gas, were designed to 
operate at a height of nearly five 
miles and to stay aloft for about 
one week. 

This was done by an ingenious 
system of dropping ballast when¬ 
ever the balloon dropped below its 
operational height. If the balloons 
went too high, gas was automati¬ 
cally' released - from the balloon. 
The mechanism, with its battery 
rn 1 aneroid barometers, was soA 
arranged to release the bonvhs afy 
ter all ballast had been dropped!

and happiness. Alberta’s attorney-general, Hon.. 

Lucien Maynard, has stated that the lottery-banning 
law will be duly enforced in this province. So life 
is now robbejjf of another little frfvolity, with no 
.visions of a beautiful bungalow for fifty cents enliv¬ 
ening dull hours. T4o happy realization of that bung¬ 
alow for some surprised ticket holder, because no¬ 
body ever actually believes he will win anything. And ANGLICAN CHURCH SERVICES 
worst of all, many splendid charities will have this 
means of financing cut off from them. 

There are any number of projects crying for sup¬ 
port in peace time and just as deserving as any war¬ 
time charity. There are hospitals, children’s homes, 
old people’s homes, community halls, libraries, recre-* 
ation centres of all sorts. 

The easiest and most painless method of money¬ 
raising is through lotteries, yet through their ban¬ 
ning many widely beneficial projects will have to re¬ 
sort to much more difficult methods of support or be 
abandoned altogether. 

If the government refuses to sanction this highly 
popular method of raising money for good causes it 
should be prepared to offer a substitute. It should be 
more generous in contributing to the services now 
supported largely by . means of lotteries and which 
do,meet a great public need. But to do that would 
mean increased taxation and the very people who will 
voluntarily buy lottery tickets and enjoy themselves 
in so doing, would shriek in agony over increased 
taxes. That’s the way human beings are constitut¬ 
ed. So why not capitalize on this peculiarity, and 
in that process bring benefits to the general public. 

There is surely ample legislative safeguard to en¬ 
sure that the lottery practice did not get out of hand 
that it was conducted scrupulously, economically and 
to public advantage.

T AWS are only respected if they make sense, and 
the Dominion law which declares lotteries to be 
illegal seems to be a case of straining at a gnat. The 
law banning lotteries was not enforced in war time, 
and as a result thousands upon thousands of quiet, 
law-abiding Canadians dallied briefly with dreams 
of a chance on bungalows, cars, pianos and bonds, all 
for the price of four bits or a dollar. Or on smaller 
scale they took a chance Tan a suit, a pair of blankets 
or a hooked rug for the modest sum of two bits or 
ten cents. Nobody was. ever gypped. Somebody al¬ 
ways won, and in every instance some deserving' 
cause tenefitted tremendously by the public readi¬ 
ness to “take a chance.’’ Nobody was obliged to buy 
a ticket. It was purely voluntary, and it would be 
very difficult to dig up a case of anyone who ruined 
himself or deprived his family of necessities through 
his appetite for lottery tickets. 

Now that the war is over lotteries have again be¬ 
come wicked and verboten, though one can think of
